CLARE FARMER FINED 


At Tulla (County Clare) District Court, 
Dennis Hogan, of Derrycaliff, Crusheen, was 
summoned for burning heather on his lands 
without the permission. in writing of a super- 
inteadent of the Civic Guards.

The Leaving Certificate Irish course would, 
from reading the above list, appear impossible 
of completion ; it proves so in actual learning 
and teaching. No superficial teaching or 
general study will satisf the examiners, 
whose questions recently have been so par- 
ticular and varied as to demand detailed 
knowledge of every section. With the best 
will in the world among teachers and 
students, it is wrong to set them an im- 
possible course, even though, with Ibsen. 
some of us believe “it is a holy and whole- 
some thing to strive for the unattainable. 

Most of us teachers recognise the literary 
and educational yalue of the various sections 
of the Irish course; some of us will go so far 
as to agree with the examiners that “in 
character forming and mental training of our 
youth a Fenian story is far more effective 
than a proposition of Euclid.’’ “However, we 
r hise also that these sections cannot be 
taught effectively nor a love for Irish 
literature fnculented, owing to the necessarily 
very general instruction given to the pea 
their immaturity and consequent inability to 
understand subjects fit for the university, 
and the uncritical nature of most of the high- 
priced text books supplied. The standard 
and the matter of the Irish course must be 
lessened, Jest it be reduced to the unpopu- 
larity of the honours course. in mathematics. 

Another solution to this question suggests 
itself to us. The Irish course has now 
become ‘as important and varied as the course 
in mathematics, and like it, might me! be 
divided inte three separate courses. (1) Irish 
grammar and composition and specified prose 
and poetry; (2) general Irish literature, prose 
and poetry and verse competition; (ó) 
Fenian literature, prose and poetry. Give 
marks to each portion corresponding to the 
marks in the mathe natical subjects. Let section 
1 be obligatory aad the other sections 
optional, like French or manual instruction. 
Such an arrangement would ease the pressure 
in our schools and would also advance the 
study and love of Irish among our pupils. 

Our enthusiasn for Trish is as fervent and 
as old as the examiners’, and it is because 
of it that we make bold to offer this con- 
structive criticism of the lrish course in our 
secondary schools.—Yours, etc.,

the most important. The naval agreement 
is an accomplished fact, the air pact ma: 
yet ‘bo satisfactorily “arranged. but 
Abyssinia. remains in great danger of 
being swallowed up by Italy. It is obvious 
from Signor Mussolini’s remarks at 
Salerno yesterday that he means io 
conquer the country, and will let nothing 
deter him. Sir Samuel Hoare will make 
a pronouncement in the course of the 
debate. It is genera!ly appreciated that 
the British Government will do all it can 
to prevent war, but its efforts have limita- 
tions, and the Government is well aware 
of the fact. One difficulty is that 
Abyssinia by treaty has the richt to 
import arms through British and French 
territory, and may demand the exercise 
of this right to supply herself with 
ammunition. 


France's Attitude 


Great Britain cannot continue to act 
alone in regard to Italy and Abyssinia, 
and it is understood that discreet pressure 
is being applied to France to find out her 
real opinion on the situation. If a direct 
appeal is made to the League of Nations. 
Italy will shake the dust of Geneva from 
her feet and follow the example set by 
Japan and Germany. This would not 
suit France altogether, since she hopes for 
Italian support at the League when ques- 
tions of importance to her arise, cud she 
ia most reluctant to say or do anything 
likely to give offence to Italian suscepti- 
bilities. M. Avenol. the Secretary-General 


to the League of Nations, will arrive in 
london to-morrow evening, and on Tues- 
day is to go to the Foreign Office for a 
diseussion with Sir Samuel Hoare. It is 
rumoured that he is bringing certain 
suggestions, which he hopes may promote

It has yet 
to be proved, however, that the flavour and 
keeping qualities of the beer are not 
affected by the tin containers, and this is 
a major point which cannot be ignored.

BERLIN, Sunday.

PARIS PRESS CRITICAL OF 
LONDON

PARIS, Sunday. 


The guarded reply of the United States 
Government to the appeal of Ethiopra for 
active support in upholding. the Kellogg 
Pact has met with warm approval in the 
Paris Press, where the contrast with the 
British attitude is emphasised. 

Le Journal writes :—'' It is a lesson of 
care. given” to. London, Like Paris, 
Washington thinks that the doctrine of 
economic sanctions is as dangerous as it 
is imprudent. It can only embarrass 
efforts at conciliation by irritating the 
amour piopre of the parties concerned, 
through the threat of a pressure which 
waves in the air only wooden sabres and 
pistols of straw.” 

Le Figaro says:—‘“‘It is a thousand 
times better to trust the realistie wisdom 
of Signor Mussolini, and leave him the 
trouble of settling this affair, than to seek 
to impose a solution. In any case, let us 
give up this bickering between London, 
Paris and Rome. Everything ought to be 
capable of being settled. 

“The Italians would make a mistake if 
they did not understand that they ought 
to find a solution to the Ethiopian problem 
without leaving the framework of the 
League of Nations; and the British, too. 
would make a mistake if they forget that 
they have alongside them on an equal 
footing certain Dominions over whom it 
would be difficult to pretend that Britain 
has any influence at all.” 

Determination by France not to associate 
herself with Great Britain in measures to 
restrain Italy from attacking Abyssinia is 
made clear in a leading article to-day in 
the semi-official newspaper, the Z'emps. 

“The most absolute reserve and the 
greatest prudence are called for,’’ says the 
newspaper, “ in face of the initiative taken 
by the London Cabinet. without previous 
consultation with other interested Powers. 

‘It is surprising to see Great Britain 


so unbending over the rules of Geneva, 


when she has not seen fit to demand their 
application when Germany violated her 
international obligations. Our task is to 
ogee ona the very existence of the League 
of Nations, which would be given a mortal 
blow by Italy's withdrawal.’’
